Hoi P’loy’s new showroom shines a light o 
and bolts of its vintage-inspired products

he lighting brand Hoi P’loy, created 
by Guy van der Walt and Ploy 
Phiromnam, was inspired by the 
work of Thomas Edison, who had a huge 
impact on various industries. This tireless 
Cape Town duo are not the type to rest 
on their laurels. In the three years since 
starting Hoi PToy they have prototyped 
and 3D printed, tested and perfected many 
new products. 

T’m more creative and Ploy handles 
the business side,’ says Guy, who trained 
as a graphic designer and runs a small 
3D -modelling studio. Tt was Ploy, though, 
who saw the opportunity to do fabric cables 
and fittings.’ 

They started small, grew the business 
and treated everything as a labour of 
love. Every detail has been considered 
with quality in mind, from the custom- 
made exposed screws in the solid-brass 
chandelier to the delicate nameplate with 
their logo that adorns the Bureau Lamp. 

It’s a devotion that comes through in their 
new Woodstock showroom and workshop, 
too. To separate the front sales area from 
the workshop they envisioned an old- 
school metal partition and tracked down 
a manufacturer who could make fluted glass, 
insisted on solid-steel doors (versus cheaper 
aluminium) and made beading around the 
glass rather than applying putty along the 
edges. The whole process took about a year. 

Tt was quite a journey to get the studio 
the way we wanted,’ says Ploy, who was 
born in Bangkok. 'When we moved into the 
space it was very cold and industrial.’ They 
convinced the landlord to knock down 
some walls and open up the space. Now 
custom-designed display units show off 
the inner workings of their products. Bulbs 
of every shape, spools of coloured cables, 
fittings, hooks and more are laid out for 
customers to combine in vintage-inspired 
or contemporary ways. 

The duo define 'value’ in a holistic way. 
'The experience of everybody in the chain 
is important,’ says Guy. 'Everyone, from 
the people making the stuff to the courier, 
the customer and us, needs to have value.’ G

The Goodman Gallery’s new curator has come home with 
a renewed appreciation for South African art and artists

hat Natasha Becker has come full 
circle, having returned home to Cape 
Town after a 10-year stint in the 
United States, is a cause of much elation 
for this academic and art historian turned 
curator.

NATALIE KNIGHT OE THE CAPE DUTCH 
COLONIAL MANSION SHE CALLS HOME. 


Natalie, a former model, and her husband 
James, together with their daughters 
Willow, seven, and Luella, four, love that 
aspect as well as the heritage features of 
their eclectic Cape Town home. With an 
imposing facade that is in stark contrast 
to the Victorian and 1950s homes that 
surround it, the house is something of a 
landmark in Oranjezicht, one of the city’s 
most sought-after suburbs. Tt’s by far the 
most flamboyant house on our street,’ 
laughs Natalie. 'We quite like that.’ 

The couple moved to Cape Town from 
London six years ago when Willow was just 
a year old. 'We were drawn to the idea of 
raising a family in a place with a laid-back 


lifestyle,’ says Natalie, who grew up in Cape 
Town. 'We rented at first because James 
commutes to London for work but when 
Luella arrived a few years later we realised 
that we’d long made the city our base.’ The 
search for a heritage home with a level 
garden then began in earnest. 

Natalie and James stumbled upon this 
property, which was originally built in 1903, 
two years ago when it was still a guesthouse 
called Villa Belmonte. 'We loved it as soon 
as we saw it but with 13 bedrooms and 15 
bathrooms it was totally terrifying! We had 
no idea how turn it into a family home,’ says 
Natalie. They enlisted the expertise of Cape 
based architect Jan Desseyn, who quickly 
showed them how it could be achieved. 

For the Knights, Jan’s experience with 
heritage buildings was invaluable. 'He had 
a simple approach but it immediately gave 
an air of sobriety to the project and we could 
finally see a way through it all.’ > 
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from Al Mulholland at The Palms 
Woodstock (palms.co.za) and the 
pressed ceiling detail was made 
by Plaster Art (plaster-art.co.za). 


‘I saw the kitchen [on Pinterest] 
that Kelly Wearstler created 
for Cameron Diaz’s Manhattan 
apartment and immediately 
decided to make ours a teal and 
brass affair too,’ says Natalie. 

The cupboards were designed by 
Danela Conti and custom-made 
by Svencraft (svencraft.co.za). 

The Labradorite Blue counter top 
is from Womag (womag.co.za). 
OPPOSITE The bar area. ‘I’ve never 
been a fan of bars in a house,’ 
says Natalie, ‘but because there’s J 
always been one here we kept 
it and made it altogether more / 
glamorous.’

Similarly, when interior designer Danela 
Conti came on board, her understanding of 
layout and her ability to curate an eclectic 
accumulation of furniture, art and objets 
came fully into play. 

'Her knowledge of fabrics, fittings 
and furnishings helped to reel me in when 
I went off on a tangent,’ says Natalie, 'and 
that was often.’ 

Strict heritage rules meant that they 
couldn’t do much structurally, bar remove 
any new additions that fell foul of the 
original architectural style. 

'We all loved the building so much that 
we tried to keep the intervention to a 
minimum,’ says Jan. 'What we did, though, 
was open up lots of the really boxy spaces 
that had been added over the years and 
ensured that we gave the house a flow with 
a wonderful connection to the garden.’ 

Another eureka moment was when 
Danela thought of installing an elegant 
custom-made gable window in the central 
part of the kitchen, which marries the 
classic lines of the existing architectural 
style with the new kitchen design. > 




OPPOSITE The conservatory window in the 
breakfast room replaced a smaller gable 
window in what was a guest suite. ‘That 
one alteration changed the whole aspect of 
the house to look out towards the garden 
and the mountain/ says Natalie. The table 
legs were sourced from Leonardo Design 
(leonardodesign.co.za), the chairs are from 
Resort Lifestyle (resortlifestyle.co.za) and the 
fabric used for the curtains and blinds is from 
the Sweden collection in Sketch, Black by 
Black Fabrics (blackfabrics.co.za).

Inspired by a Louis Vuitton window 
display, garden designer Jeremy Killian 
has hung birdcages at different heights and 
filled them with plants or light bulbs, all of 
which are set against the back wall of ferns 
and greenery painted by a local graffiti 
artist. He also installed a light well. 

'It’s definitely one of my favourite 
additions,’ says Natalie. 'It’s a playful space 
that allows us to change it constantly: we 
dress it up for Christmas, Easter and for 
the girls’ birthdays.’ 

It’s this sense of play that is central to 
the interior direction of the house, too. The 
brief from Natalie and James was one line: 
'Loosen the corset of this rather formal old 
lady and put some much needed colour and 
excitement back into her life.’ 

The bathrooms were seen as places of 
escape, and the main en-suite bathroom 
was inspired by the hotel bathroom of 
Natalie’s dreams. 'We took our cue from 
the relief palm frond pattern tiles on 
the wall,’ says Danela. 'Their sheer scale 
made for a great wall feature.’ The bath 
was placed centrally to give the room 
symmetry while the timber vanities were 
silver leafed and topped with marble 
counter tops. Large blocks of White Swan 
marble floor tiles give a feeling of luxury 
underfoot, while the Empire finials and an 
overscaled French-pane iron shower door 
add to the sense of grandeur. 

In the guest suite the open-plan 
bathroom allows for maximum enjoyment 
of the views. 'Our inspiration was to have 
a bit of fun and give guests something that 
they ordinarily wouldn’t have at home,’ 
says Danela, 'so it’s a glamorous space with 
its snakeskin wallpaper, black tub and 
hammered-brass vanity’ 

The interiors don’t feel contrived but 
instead achieve a happy mix of colour, 
graphic monochromatic patterns and 
wonderful one-off decorative finds. 'While 
we specifically wanted a heritage house, 
it certainly wasn’t our dream to live in a 
version of Downton Abbey,’ quips Natalie. 
'We wanted a home imbued with humour 
and an energetic dynamism that would be 
as much fun for us as for the girls.’ Q

NATALIE’S HOME TRUTHS 
My favourite feature in the bathroom is the 

Sputnik chandelier that I bought at Ashbey’s 
Galleries in Cape Town. My top piace to shop 
for bathroom fittings is Victorian Bathrooms 
in Cape Ouarter. i’m best known for never 
completing any task... until this house, i get 
up in the morning for my children or dogs, or 
both, followed by yoga every day and some 
sun - I’m definitely solar powered. I struggled 
in the darkness of the British winters. My 
fantasy dinner-party guest iist wouid 
inciude Adrien Brody, Oscar Wilde, Dorothy 
Parker, Stephen Fry and Silvio Berlusconi. 

My ruie of thumb when entertaining is keep 
it simple and never serve something you 
haven’t tried before. My best buy in this 
house is a painting by Orlanda Broom, a 
talented UK artist who paints triptychs and 
circular landscapes, i shop at auction houses 
such as Ashbey’s Galleries and boot sales and 
markets, i’m a bargain hunter but with a mix. 
You can’t have all bargain with no backbone. 

I am the Topshop dress with the Lanvin 
shoes. Beautiful, quality pieces hold the look 
together. My secret vice is the ‘sidebar of 
shame’ in the Daily Mail newspaper. It eats 
time. My iittie pieasure is, come Christmas, 
something called ‘the elf on the shelf’. He’s 
a doll that we’ve named Alfie. He arrives 
on 1 December to watch over the girls and 
see who is being naughty or nice. He sits 
on shelves and other vantage points. Every 
night (or early morning) we move him so that 
it looks as though he has flown back after 
reporting to Santa Claus and the girls rush 
out of bed to find him. They try and behave 
when he’s around and Willow believes in 
him to such an extent that she won’t get 
undressed in his presence. 






The living area of the Hout Bay 
home of Leon De Klerk and 
Kate Cameron is furnished with 
leather sofas from Weylandts 
(weylandts.co.za) and Klooftique 
(klooftique.com).

NATURE HOME 
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W hen a construction specialist and bathroom-emporium 
owner build a home together you can expect plenty of 
cunning design details and serious sanitaryware cool. 
Leon De Klerk, the co-owner of Base Projects, and Kate Cameron 
of Lavo Bathroom Concepts met 13 years ago in London, where 
Kate was working in a bioscience robotics laboratory and Leon 
in quantity surveying. Back home in Cape Town Kate found that 
the local bioscience industry offered few career options. 'Well, 
what about bathrooms?’ suggested Leon. T didn’t even know what 
a close coupled toilet was,’ says Kate, 'and I was clueless about 
design.’ Nine years later, the shop Leon helped her establish is 
a showcase for Italian and local taps, sinks and sanitaryware. 

It took them seven years to secure a suitable plot for their home 
- it’s an elevated site bordering indigenous forest and overlooking 
the Hout Bay Valley, where Kate grew up. 'We wanted a light, airy 
space that’s simple and functional, free of clutter, and reflects our 
love of nature,’ explains Leon. Their brief to Mark Zuckerman 
of Zuckerman Sachs Architects was to create an unobtrusive 
structure on the sloping site, linked to the forest and mountains 


and offering protection from the prevailing summer southeaster 
wind. For these avid entertainers it also had to provide an efficient 
space in which to cook and relax with friends and family. 

They immediately loved Mark’s concept: three wings linked 
by glass passages looking over planted courtyards with the main 
bedroom at the top and a spacious kitchen living area opening onto 
a large deck. Kate supervised the work on the bathrooms, while 
Leon brought in his reliable team of contractors, and after nine 
months of building they moved in. 

'My favourite feature is having a different view of a mountain 
or forest from every room in the house,’ says Leon. It’s a tranquil 
space punctuated by the calls of guinea fowl and sunbirds in 
the predominantly indigenous garden, which features fynbos 
and cycads donated by Leon’s 'cycad-mad’ family. The natural 
materials used throughout the house - from the local stone 
cladding on external retaining walls to the interior oak flooring, 
wooden recesses between cupboards and decorative borders - 
bring warmth and a sense of the outdoors. 'We wanted to bring 
nature as close as possible to the house,’ says Leon. 



Though their furniture is generally locally designed, the 
bathrooms pay homage to Italy. Kate has incorporated her 
favourite pieces stocked by Lavo, such as the freestanding Pear 
bath, designed by Patricia Urquiola for Agape, and the smooth 
double vanity basin top made from Exmar, which is a composite 
similar to DuPont Corian. 'Don’t be tempted by cheaper prices or 
you end up with huge headaches,’ she warns. Local composites she 
recommends are Victoria + Albert Quarrycast, Boutique Baths’ 
Cian and DadoQuartz made by DadoBaths in Pretoria. 

Designed for energy efficiency, the house uses heat pumps and 
LED lights.

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here’s no better way to get a sense of a neighbourhood than 
on foot, strolling the back roads and seeing where a random 
lane might take you. For the owner of this updated Victorian 
cottage in one of Cape Town’s most desirable urban-residential 
areas, Green Point, this exploratory tour happens on his bicycle - 
or, at least, on one of them, for Guy Veysey is nothing short of an 
enthusiast when it comes to getting around on two wheels. 

While Green Point’s proximity to the city and to the plentiful 
mountain trails almost in his back yard provided reason enough 
for Guy to look at property here, it was also a desire to find a home 
with character that he could make his own with a few modern 
adjustments. Guy, who recently became a partner in craft beer 
company Jack Black Brewing Co and has a background in finance, 
has a distinct taste for clean-lined simplicity and his previous 
homes have been on the slicker end of the scale. This house, as he 
first saw it, was thus an odd fit: for all its charming features - its 
original facade, wooden floors and ornate mouldings - it was a 
dark jumble of tiny rooms leading off a narrow passage. It was 
his mother, an itinerant fixer upper of places with potential, who 


persuaded him to take the plunge. 'She walked in and said, this is 
the house!’ Guy says with a laugh. 

Two years on it’s hard to imagine that this bright, voluminous 
space with its comfortably minimalist style is the one he describes 
before its whirlwind six week makeover. He concedes it’s entirely 
due to the efforts of the team of contractors he used, all friends 
with whom he’s worked on projects before, including architect 
couple Stuart and Jo Anderson, and Room to Grow’s Brett and 
Andrea Chilcott. 

A clever reconfiguration of its layout coupled with the 
removal of a few walls has done justice to the building’s generous 
proportions - which you would never guess on viewing it from the 
street, where it sits prettily among a row of well-preserved but 
seemingly modest-sized cottages. Because of its heritage status 
there were stringent limitations on what could be removed or 
improved but features such as the lovely old fireplaces (still in good 
working order) lend a soulful element to this pared-down pad. 

That previous owners had already built upwards was a boon 
for Guy, who spends much of his spare time chilling out in his loft 




bedroom and TV lounge, both of which lead onto a wraparound 
deck with terrific views. While the addition of a masculine 
wet room was a practical choice it’s the freestanding tub in his 
sleeping quarters that gets the most use. 'You can lie in the bath 
and see through the treetops to the mountain,’ he says. 

The two levels are connected by means of a stripped-down 
staircase that has a dramatic sculptural presence in the open-plan 
living area and also contributes to the spacious feel of the ground 
floor - an effect that is enhanced by the whitewashed floors. 

Punctuating this area is a sizable kitchen island - as with 
all the cabinetry in the house it was skilfully installed by 
Sven Grimmelikhuijsen of Svencraft, another good friend. It 
almost goes without saying that Guy, who is a minimalist, is 
also incredibly tidy - there’s not a stray item on the clean white 
counter or on the open shelves in the kitchen and lounge. T like 
functionality; I don’t like lots of clutter,’ he says. T think it’s easy 
to be neat. You just put stuff away as you go along.’ 

This social hub is a favourite spot for guests to perch with a cold 
beer in hand while their host cooks, if they’re not congregating 


around the braai out in the courtyard that adjoins the living 
area. Wine drinkers can pick up a bottle or two from the large 
subterranean cellar, accessed by a nifty trap door. Tt’s a great 
house for having friends around,’ Guy adds with a smile. Q Jack 
Black’s Brewing Co, jackblackbeer.com

GUrS HOME TRUTHS 

My advice to renovators is... don’t go for instant gratification. Do most 
of it but then wait a year before doing the rest. First see how you live in 
the space. Renovating is a never-ending process. My study is about to 
become another bedroom with a galley bathroom. What i iove about 
Green Point is its proximity to the V&A Waterfront, the city, the Green 
Point Urban Park and all the coffee shops and restaurants that have 
opened up here. Peopie are becoming more comfortabie with iiving 
in the city. I don’t know why people want a massive property with 
big electricity bills and all the hassles that go with it. There’s aiways a 
reason to have another bike in Cape Town - you need a single speed 
to cruise around town, a road bike, and two different types of mountain 
bike. I’ve cut down, I only have five bikes now. I used to have nine or 
10! i ride my road bike on the weekends around the peninsula and ride 
with my cycling group on Tuesdays and Thursdays before work. You 
have to have your wits about you when riding around Camps Bay in 
summer. Foreign friends who visit can’t believe the outdoor culture we 
enjoy. Cape Town is a fantastic city. We’re not yet quite up to European 
standards when it comes to riding bikes in the city but there has been a 
mind shift, in Portiand and Seattie we visited breweries where people 
rode to the brewery or took their dogs.

^ grew up with an antiques-loving mother who used to scout for 

finds in the most unusual places, digging up unwanted pieces 
at scrap heaps and finding furniture on the side of the road 
and restoring it. The bug my mom had must have been passed 
down to me,’ says Gerbri Schwartz. The Johannesburg home 
she shares with her husband Niel and three children, Maia, 10, 
Jasmin, nine, and Finn, five, is a stage for the second-hand pieces 
she has accumulated over the years. 

Located away from Linden’s buzzing main street, theirs 
is a capacious light trap of a house laid out in an L shape that 
encompasses their garden and swimming pool. Even from the 
front door you’re aware of its scale, thanks to an open kitchen, 
living and dining area backed by a glass wall that draws the eye 
straight through the house and out into the garden beyond. 

On hot summer days and balmy evenings the large living 
area in its entirety is opened up to the outdoors, with a glass 
and aluminium-framed ‘skin’ that slides away from view. 

‘It was designed to be a great entertainment and family house, 
encouraging interaction with the vast garden,’ explains architect 


Georg van Gass, whose bent for livable spaces made him a natural 
choice for the Schwartzes. 

After buying what was then a dark and poky house they turned 
to Georg and his colleague Nina Steenkamp for ‘a small renovation’. 
‘We thought we were just going to knock out a few walls to open it up 
a little and add another bedroom,’ Gerbri recalls with a grin. In due 
course they added a completely new private wing with four en-suite 
bedrooms, filled in the old swimming pool and built a new one that 
would link to the living area. 

‘I wanted a home with great flow and a strong connection to the 
outdoors,’ she explains. As a result all four bedrooms use the length 
of the property to claim northerly views and each has large glazed 
sliding doors. ‘The new bedrooms are linked internally by a light 
and airy passage and externally by a pergola-covered walkway,’ 
adds Georg. 

The bathrooms also speak to Gerbri’s love of the garden with yet 
more sliding doors that connect to small green courtyards, where 
the sun breaks through the slats and creates an intricate play of light 
on the walls. There are breezy outdoor showers and indoor showers 






bordering a vast glazed wall. In all of them sleek planes of marble are 
the material of choice. 

'My heart tends to go the retro route/ Gerbri says, gesturing 
towards the contents other home. As the former owner of Bibi’s 
Antiques she has a penchant for Mid-Century Modern furniture, of 
which she has an impressive collection. Original Barcelona, Wassily 
and leather director’s chairs make for a rich melange that takes on 
fresh appeal in an environment that’s unmistakably modern. 

'Very few things in this house are new,’ she confesses, adding that 
she sources items predominantly from salvage and charity stores 
and auctioneers such as Dunnes Africa. She ranges far and wide, 
from Brixton and Florida to Krugersdorp and Randfontein, often 
stopping to scan what’s on the pavements. 

'It’s wonderful being able to open up the house so much,’ she says, 
adding that Jasmin’s main wish was, come summer, to be able to 
run from her bed to the pool in a matter of metres. For the whole 
Schwartz family, the freedom to move seamlessly between the house 
and the outdoors is a luxury that they relish.

^ t’s really blue/ 1 commented, a 
somewhat obvious observation, as 
my partner and I took our seats at 
Tjing Tjing Torii. The last time I’d been 
here the restaurant sandwiched between 
ever popular brasserie Dear Me and Tjing 
Tjing rooftop bar had been totally clad in 
white. After all, in its former life it was 
called The White Room - a pristine weekly 
pop-up dining spot with food by Dear Me 
chef Vanessa Marx that’s long attracted 
the city’s hip set. 'We sought to preserve 
the ornate Victorian feel of the space,’ says 
owner Ilze Koekemoer. T always wanted 
each level of 165 Longmarket Street to 
retain its own identity while remaining 
true to the original patina of the nearly 
200-year-old building. With Dear Me being 
mostly green and Tjing Tjing Rooftop’s 
shrine-red bar, I thought blue would be 
a good dramatic contrast.’ 

Serene and on trend (Atlantic Blue 
is Plascon’s 2015 colour of the year), 
the aesthetic of this bar/dining room 
is thoroughly dramatic and, contrary 
to my own initial reservations about the 
palette, there’s nothing cold about Torii. 
The interior is striking thanks to interior 
designer Francois du Plessis’ experienced 
eye and illustrator and designer Daniel 
Ting Chong’s edgy style. Artist Jade Klara 
also contributed with three impressive 
graphic works, the Gothic Lolitas. 

The culinary ethos at Torii is all about 
small dishes you can share and the 
Asian-food trend is still going strong if 
the menu is anything to go by. Head chef 
Christi Semczyszyn has put together a 
modern Asian-fusion menu that’s full of 
mouthwatering morsels. 'Christi shares 
my passion for Asian-inspired food and 
we wanted to match the menu to the subtle 
Japanese theme of the rooftop bar and 
Torii,’ says Ilze. The meals maybe bite size 
but they’re satisfying. Whether you’re a 
fan of tofu or not you’ll want to give the 
agedashi tofu a try. It was prepared just 
right: little cubes of tofu melting in your 
mouth as they mix with the tentsuyu broth. 
Both the tuna tataki and lime-cured fish 
prove to be light and refreshing. For hungry 
tummies the pork atsui dog, made of ginger 
and miso pork and topped with kimchi and 
kewpie mayo, is a fun, unmissable option. 
'Christi’s food is like her personality: 
energetic and playful, casually elegant but 
nonpretentious,’ says Ilze - and, I think, 
that’s the perfect description for a night at 
Tjing Tjing Torii.

A once derelict clothing-factory district in Durban has become 
the city’s newest creative hub

rains wheeze past and graffiti 
splashes the walls but behind the 
industrial facades lining the Station 
Drive horseshoe off busy Umgeni Road 
beats the hot new heart of creative Durban. 

Advertising and design maverick Sean 
Stretch chanced on the rundown Chamonix 
building at 39 Station Drive, once home 
to Da Vinci clothing, three years ago and 
envisaged holding a pop-up art event 
there. After chatting to the owner Durban 
Property Managers and its architect, Dereck 
Petersen of Human Habitat Design, he had 
a vision of converting the entire building for 
mixed creative use and The Design Factory 
was born. 


Interiors were stripped down and painted 
white, and shade louvres were ripped off to 
expose heady views over the railway line 
and surrounding landmarks - the Moses 
Mabhida and Kings Park stadiums, the 
Lion Match factory - all the way to the sea. 

Sean set up Open Plan Studio on the 
fourth floor and from his eyrie began 
managing the eclectic mix of tenants who 
flocked in. They range from award winning 
fashion designers Laurie and Gary Holmes 
(holmesbros.co.za) and rising fashion 
star Amy Venter (janesews.co.za) to media 
and film specialists (umlilocomms.co.za, 
scholarsandgentlemen.co.za), web and app 
designers (swiftmedia.co.za) and assorted

photographers, and fitness and martial arts 
enthusiasts who run thriving studios there. 

It all caught the eye of another maverick, 
Andrew Rail. T’ve always liked urban- 
regeneration projects,’ he says. T witnessed 
the transformation of Braamfontein from 
a decaying area into one of Jozi’s most 
happening districts and wanted to find 
a similar spot in Durban.’

A shley Moss is on a fast track. He’s

TOASTED LIME 

MARSHMALLOWS WITH MANGO 

for the marshmallows 
290g caster sugar 
1721 lime juice 
IT liquid glucose 
60ml water 

2 egg whites 
a pinch of salt 

6 gelatine leaves, softened in cold water 

zest of 2 limes 

icing sugar, for dusting 

for the palm-sugar caramel 

250g light palm sugar, finely crushed 

100ml hot water 

V/iJ lime juice 

V/iJ coconut milk 

to serve 

8 lemon-grass stalks, trimmed to 20cm 
crushed, roasted peanuts (optional) 

3 mangoes, cheeks removed and cut 
into wedges 

mango ice cream and lime wedges 
To prepare the marshmallows, stir 200g 
caster sugar, the lime juice, glucose and 60ml 
water in a small saucepan over a medium- 
high heat until the sugar dissolves. Bring it to 
the boil and cook until the mixture reaches 
118°C on a sugar thermometer. Whisk the 
egg whites and a pinch of salt in an electric 
mixer until soft peaks form. Gradually 
add the remaining caster sugar, whisking 
continuously until the mixture is glossy. Set 
it aside. Continue cooking the syrup until it 
reaches 127°C, then remove it from the heat. 
Squeeze the gelatine to remove excess water, 
then add it and the lime zest to the syrup. 
Stir to combine. Whisking continuously, 
carefully pour the syrup onto the egg white 
mixture. Continue until it has tripled in 
volume and cooled to room temperature. 
Spoon it into an 18cm square cake tin lined 
with lightly oiled baking paper, smooth the 
top with a wet palette knife and leave it to 
stand at room temperature overnight. 

Turn it out onto a surface dusted with 
icing sugar, then cut it into three centimetre 
cubes with a lightly oiled knife. Store the 
marshmallows in an airtight container. 

To prepare the palm-sugar caramel, 
combine the palm sugar and 100ml hot 
water in a saucepan over a medium-high 
heat until the sugar dissolves. Bring the 
mixture to the boil and cook until it has 
caramelised. Remove it from the heat and 
carefully stir in the lime juice and coconut 
milk. Refrigerate until required, then bring 
it to room temperature to serve. 

To serve, thread the marshmallows 
onto lemon-grass stalks and toast, turning 


frequently, over an open flame until they 
are golden. Drizzle the caramel on top, add 
the crushed peanuts and serve with mango 
wedges, ice cream and lime wedges (for 
squeezing). SERVES 4-6 

CHAR GRILLED ASPARAGUS 
AND HALLOUMI WITH MINT 
AND LEMON 

24 asparagus spears, ends trimmed, 

cut into 8cm lengths 

500g halloumi 

extra-virgin olive oil 

y 2 t dried chilli flakes 

y 2 t dried mint 

a handful of fresh mint, to serve 
lemon wedges, to serve 
Blanch the asparagus until it is bright 
green and just tender, refresh it in cool 
water, then pat it dry on absorbent paper. 

Cut the halloumi into pieces about 
the same shape as the asparagus spears. 
Alternate threading asparagus spears and 
halloumi pieces horizontally onto bamboo 
or metal skewers. Set them aside. 

Heat a char-grill pan or a charcoal braai 
to a medium heat. Brush olive oil on the 
skewer ingredients and grill, turning 
occasionally, until the halloumi is golden 
and the asparagus is tender. Serve the 
skewers sprinkled with chilli flakes and 
mint, drizzle olive oil on top, and add lemon 
wedges as an accompaniment. SERVES 4 

LAMB YIROS WITH YOGHURT, 
TAHINI AND GARLIC SAUCE 

for the lamb 
125ml olive oil 

1 cup (loosely packed) fresh mint, 
coarsely chopped 

2T dried mint 

6 garlic cloves, finely chopped 
zest of 2 lemons 

2 lamb shoulders (about 1kg each), 
trimmed, cut into 7cm pieces 

for the yoghurt, tahinl and garlic sauce 
200g Greek-style yoghurt 
50g tahini 

zest and juice of 72 lemon 
1 garlic clove, finely grated 
salt and freshly ground black pepper 
Greek salad and pita bread, to serve 
To prepare the lamb, combine the olive oil, 
mint, dried mint, garlic, and lemon zest in 
a large bowl, add the lamb, toss to coat and 
refrigerate overnight to allow the flavours 
to develop. 

Heat a charcoal braai to a low heat. 
Thread lamb pieces onto long metal 


skewers and grill, turning occasionally, 
until they are cooked to your liking, then 
set them aside to rest. 

To prepare the sauce, combine the 
ingredients in a bowl, season to taste and 
refrigerate until required. 

Slice the lamb and serve it with the 
sauce, as well as a Greek salad and pita 
bread. SERVES 8 

TURMERIC AND LEMON- 
GRASS CHICKEN WITH 
CUCUMBER PICKLE 

for the chicken 
It white peppercorns 
10 garlic cloves 

5 coriander roots, soaked to remove dirt 
and scraped 

15g turmeric (about 2 pieces) 

2 lemon-grass stalks, white part only, 
finely chopped 
2T fish sauce 

IT light palm sugar, crushed 

12 chicken-thigh fillets, skin scored 

2 sugarcane stalks (each 30cm long) 

for the cucumber pickle 

60ml white vinegar 

60g caster sugar 

60ml water 

4 red shallots, thinly sliced 
1 bird’s-eye chilli, thinly sliced 
1 Lebanese cucumber, quartered 
lengthways and thinly sliced 

To prepare the chicken, pound the 
peppercorns in a mortar with a pestle until 
finely ground. Set aside. Pound the garlic, 
coriander, turmeric and lemon-grass 
stalks into a paste, add the fish sauce and 
palm sugar and stir to combine. Rub it over 
chicken and marinate overnight. 

To prepare the cucumber pickle, 
combine the vinegar, sugar and 60ml water 
in a saucepan over a medium heat, stir 
to dissolve the sugar, then set it aside to 
cool. Add the remaining ingredients and 
refrigerate overnight to pickle. Transfer 
it to a sterilised container and refrigerate 
again. The cucumber pickle will keep in 
the fridge for a week. 

Use a large chef’s knife or cleaver to split 
the sugarcane stalks in half lengthways 
and then into thirds. Thread a chicken 
thigh onto each sugarcane skewer. 

Grill the chicken over braai coals (or 
in a char-grill pan over a medium heat), 
turning occasionally, until it is golden and 
cooked through. Let the chicken rest - 
about five minutes - before serving it with 
the cucumber pickle. SERVES 6-8 >

for the sugar syrup 

250g caster sugar 

250nnl water 

SOOml pineapple juice 

25nnl lime juice 

for the coconut ice 

200ml coconut milk 

100ml young coconut water 

for the passion- fruit sherbet 

60g pure icing sugar, sieved 

2T fresh or canned passion-fruit pulp 

It citric acid 

Vit bicarbonate of soda 


Dissolve the sugar with 250ml water in a small 
saucepan over a medium heat. Bring it to the boil, 
then set it aside to cool. 

Combine SOOml of the sugar syrup (reserve the 
remainder) with the pineapple juice and lime juice. 
Divide the mixture among a dozen 80ml popsicle 
moulds, filling them to a level one-and-a-half 
centimetres below the rims. Chill the popsicles until 
they are firm, then insert sticks and freeze them. 

To prepare the coconut ice, whisk to combine the 
ingredients with the 150ml reserved sugar syrup in 
a bowl. Top up the popsicle moulds and freeze. 

To prepare the sherbet, combine the ingredients 
in a clean, dry bowl and sprinkle it over the pops just 
before eating.

I T’S AN INORDINATE PRIVILEGE 

. TO SPEND TIME IN A GARDEN

For Jo Smart, a self-taught gardener who 
grew up on a Free State farm, it’s something 
to be cherished on a daily basis. 'It’s big,’ 
she concedes, looking out across two 
hectares of emerald lawn and rows of 
towering trees. 'The previous owners 
planted the most amazing things so 
we’ve inherited huge Liquidambarivees, 
sprawling pin oaks and an avenue of 
cypresses. Oh, and a magnificent Ginkgo 
biloba that must be 60 years old or more.’ 

When the couple moved to Siteka 
Country Estate in the KwaZulu-Natal 
Midlands 10 years ago Jo immediately 
recognised the inherent character in 
the neglected beds, water features and 


stonework. 'I loved the history and the fact 
that this was originally a farm. Despite 
my inexperience I knew we could create 
something with far more depth than a 
brand new garden,’ she says. 

Back then the most challenging task for 
Jo was knowing where to begin. 'The space 
is so enormous and there was so much to 
plan and fix that, to be honest, it was quite 
daunting,’ she says. A passionate rose lover, 
Jo decided to begin close to the house, 
planting rectangular beds of different 
varieties. 'Originally I had a mix of rose 
bushes in six different colours. It was a 
bit of a fruit cocktail, I suppose, and the 
purple ones made me feel quite nauseous! 


Later on I changed these to shades of pink 
and red, including "Garden Queen” and 
"Roberto Capucci”.’ As befitting a rural 
setting, resident duiker and bushbuck soon 
made short work of the blooms. 'We solved 
this by fencing off the main rose garden 
and building chicken-wire cages around all 
the other roses. I also learned to make vast 
quantities of a chilli-garlic spray that deters 
them to some degree.’ 

Jo’s gardening style is informed by her 
love of English plants. In addition to roses 
she’s drawn to classics such as foxgloves, 
delphiniums and the many varieties 
of salvia. 'I’m all about country garden 
informality and fortunately the foxgloves 
grow like weeds in this climate. I’m also 
a firm believer that if a plant is happy you 
need to let it be. So many plants have self- 
seeded in our garden and I love that; I’m 
far more of a collector than a landscaper,’ 
she says. Of all the things Jo has learned 
from this garden, patience is perhaps at l>

the forefront. 'In the first couple of years 
I did an incredible amount of work and 
spent alarming sums of money yet I 
couldn’t see any difference/ she says. 

'It takes a year or two just to identify 
what’s what and you’re nervous to strip 
out anything in case you’re making a 
mistake. After four or five years, however, 

I began to see the garden coming together 
and although it continues to be a work in 
progress it’s been incredibly rewarding.’ 

While Jo may have inherited a garden 
with good bones it’s her innate skill and 
commitment that have led to something 
quite exceptional. 'Many passionate 
gardeners grew up on farms; it’s that 
connection to the earth that grounds 
us. My three older sisters are all mad 
about gardening and I’ve learned so 
much from them. I remember they were 
always wandering around the garden 
when I was a little girl and I thought 
it was such a waste of time! Now I do it 
every day and I love sharing our garden 
with friends. On summer evenings we’ll 
have supper outdoors and it usually begins 
with a wander around the lawn.’ 

With its backdrop of trees, vivid beds 
and abundant mists this garden is an 
ever evolving spectacle. 'The resurrecting 
part was a challenge and the roses are fairly 
high maintenance,’ adds Jo, 'but ultimately 
it’s a peaceful place with wonderful birds 
and wildlife. We definitely see it as a legacy 
- something to nurture and protect.’ Q

The South Korean capital is a potent brew that coji^bines eras 
and cultures in a startling yet it^esistible mix, 
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t was in the middle of a dimly lit, otherwise empty bar on the 
outskirts of Hongdae that I found myself on a date. Sitting 
across from me, my companion, who sported a head of yellowing 
peroxided hair, ordered his second beer as I nursed my first. 

'I... no... um... no good English,’ he said. That’s okay, I thought, 

I don’t speak any Korean. Between sips we attempted 
communication using wild hand gestures, embarrassed laughs, 
broken English and an app more lost in translation than I was. 
This wasn’t how I imagined I’d spend my last night in Seoul but 
after five days in the South Korean capital I’d come to relish the 
unexpected. 'You pay?’ he suggested as he grinned and handed 
me the bill. 

South Korea is a land of contrasts - ultra-modern architecture 
and uniform skyrise buildings pop up between hanoks 
(traditional houses) and temples, never far from a Starbucks 
or Dunkin’ Donuts. It’s the tug-of-war between modernity and 
history that makes this city so remarkable - at once a thronging 
megalopolis and an old-fashioned, close-knit community. On 
the plane coming over I’d been warned by my fellow passenger in 
36A that I’d experience a little 'culture shock’. It didn’t help my 
growing fear that with the very real language barrier I’d never 
be able to find my way from the airport to the city. Thankfully 
Seoul’s no stranger to wide-eyed English-speaking tourists and 
I soon found my way to the express train, which hurtles from 
Incheon Airport Station to Seoul Station - a journey that offers 
a brief glimpse into the city’s striking contrasts. The train shoots 


ahead alongside the vast Han River, which splits the city into two 
areas: the grittier, historical northern side of the river and the 
more affluent southern section. 

Somewhere between the tropical mountainside and the expanse 
of river there’s a landscape of mass housing that immediately 
recalls a scene from F Scott Fitzgerald’s The Great Gatsby - 'the gray 
land and the spasms of bleak dust, which drift endlessly over it’. 
Apartment buildings are stacked up against each other like dominoes 
- they’re stamped with numbers, bleakly identical, impersonal, 
industrial; little boxes all in a row, only at 30 storeys high they’re 
far from little. Before long you’ve blazed through to Banpo Bridge, 
the world’s longest bridge fountain, where water sprays from the 
balustrades, illuminated at night by a rainbow of colours. 

It was just after 3pm when the train arrived at Seoul Station. 
Excited to discover the city and thrilled to have located a taxi rank 
quickly, I looked forward to a long and refreshing shower before 
setting out to explore. 

There are four stages to culture shock if 36A was to be believed. 
I’d just experienced the first - the honeymoon phase - and I was 
about to be introduced rudely to the second: frustration. As 
I climbed into my cab I showed the driver the printout of the 
hotel’s address. He looked at me blankly. I’d printed the address in 
English and this guy spoke as much English as I did Korean. Five 
minutes later he opened the boot, threw my bag into the road and 
pulled me out of the car. 'No!’ was the only thing I understood as 
he shouted at me. I began to panic. Would I actually be okay in this

city by myself? Three taxis later I finally found a driver who called 
a translation centre. 

The lady at the front desk of my hotel, Four Points by Sheraton 
Seoul, Namsan, must have read the desperation and exhaustion on 
my face, as she swiftly checked me in. 'We gave you the room with 
our best view,’ the receptionist said with a kind smile. I wanted to 
hug her. Those 22 hours in transit and the cabby battles had taken 
their toll. After an extra long session under the soft drizzle of the 
rainforest shower, I slumped into my king size bed and didn’t 
wake till late the next morning. The mattresses at this hotel are 
something to experience. Forget nicking hotel shampoos - if 
I could have fitted it in Fd have snuck this bed back home in my 
suitcase. Eventually dragging myself from its heavenly comfort 
(free Wi-Fi means you can catch up on emails while lounging in 
bed just a little longer), I threw open the curtains to see a frenetic 
network of streets, walkways, shopping centres and businesses far

down below. Seoul was alive and I could see it all from my room 
at Four Points by Sheraton Seoul, Namsan. 

Yongsan-gu is an ideal location for tourists. Hotels are relatively 
easy on the wallet and the district is close to the city centre and 
right next to Seoul Station, so getting around is a cinch. A cable 
car ride to the top of the N Seoul Tower, one of the city’s most 
prominent national landmarks, will take you to an observation 
deck where you’ll drink in a somewhat murky view of the city’s 
architecture. At night the tower turns into a spectacle of light 
and colour lasers. Those looking for the 'real Korean experience’ 
will find it at Moon Sun Guesthouse, which offers traditional 
sleeping quarters, as well as a cultural programme including tea 
ceremonies and kimchi-making courses. In something called a 
hanbok moment, the guesthouse owner squealed 'cuuuute!’ as she 
squeezed me into a bright ^in^hanbok (the traditional Korean 
dress) and encouraged me to take a photo: 'You put on Facebook!’ > 
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I HAVE NEVER QUITE LIKED THE TERM ‘CULTURE SHOCK’. 
‘CULTURE EXPERIENCE’ SEEMS MORE APT. 


Come evening, the neighbouring Myeong-dong district turns into 
a lively market. I was lured in by all kinds of vendors, from bubble- 
tea peddlers to Hello Kitty devotees, but it was the aromas that 
hooked me. Fd been dying for a taste of the city’s street food. I started 
tamely - tempura-esque fried sweet potatoes and a bite-size kimchi 
dumpling. The next vendor convinced me to try odeng, a white fish 
cake and a tteokbokki, a soft rice cake served in a red pepper sauce. 
Just when I thought I couldn’t eat any more, a chilli-flavoured potato 
swirl on a stick (known as a potato tornado) caught my eye. 

Food culture extends to the theatre, I discovered, as I broke 
away from the market crowd into Cookin' Nanta, one of Korea’s 
longest running shows, in which pots, pans and knives, and the 
grunts and squeals of the cast, provide both storytelling and music 
in a comedy skit sans dialogue. 

Naturally an evening of feasting left me starving so the next 
morning I was ready to attack the breakfast. Luckily Four Points 
by Sheraton Seoul, Namsan was ready for me. After my English 
breakfast I reached for half a bagel - cream cheese and salmon on 
top. Next came the miso soup with noodles. Finally I had a taste of 
Italian-style pasta... This perhaps was part three of the four phases: 
adjustment (or gluttony). There were many things I didn’t quite 
'get’ about Seoul but food wasn’t one of them. 


Carboloaded to the max, I was ready to hit the district everyone 
had talked about. It was my last night in Seoul and I was going to 
Hongdae, ready for the fourth and final stage of culture shock, 
which, according to a 2003 book by Schneider and Barsoux called 
Managing Across Cultures, is acceptance. 

Hongdae is a university district like so many others worldwide: 
students hang about in groups while sipping on their single-origin 
coffee, smoking and discussing Franzen and Hornby. Crowds 
spill from restaurants such as Gusto Taco, Taverna du Portugal 
and Braai Republic. Western tourists fill up the craft beer bars, 
crunk bleats loudly into the packed streets from nearby sneaker 
stores and the catchy melodies of K-pop emanate from edgy 
clothing outlets. 

That night I strolled through Hongdae until I saw a small crowd 
gathered around a three-piece band. The lead singer sported an 
early Bieber do and suspenders and sang an upbeat rendition of 
Eric Clapton’s 'Change the World’. Not four steps away another 
group, looking more Mumford & Sons, was playing Spanish guitar. 
A Beatles-lookalike quartet had a turn, while on the next block in 
front of an adoring crowd was a rap collective, of sorts, laying down 
a pretty tight verse. The Korean girl next to me leaned over and said 
in a distinctly American accent, 'Don’t you love them?’

I have never quite liked the term 'culture shock’. 'Culture 
experience’ seems more apt. One week was not enough to introduce 
me to every part of this sprawling, multifaceted city but it taught me 
some of Seoul’s history, it immersed me in its future and it charmed 
me with its diversity.

of the Oranjezicht City Farm (OZCF), 
a nonprofit project ceiebrating iocai 
food, cuiture and community through 
urban farming in Cape Town. 

What do you iove about your work? 

Urban agriculture is as much about 
people as it is about the planet and 
one of OZCF’s roles is to inspire 
people to make changes in their 
own lives. We’re encouraged when 
teenagers ask the identity of a plant, 
humbled when people come from afar 
to see what we’re doing and excited 
by the potential to work with other 
farmers and communities to create 
a more secure local food economy. 
How are you contributing to a better 
future? I can see how a small piece of 
land in Oranjezicht, where we grow 
food, has changed the character 
of our neighbourhood. There’s a 
sense of pride and belonging that’s 
flourishing alongside the beetroot 
and buchu. The language of food is a 
unifier, bringing people together who 
would not previously have interacted. 
Importantly, we’ve also created jobs 
and are helping to upskill people. 
What is your vision for environmentai 
sustainabiiity in 50 years’ time? That 
one day urban farming will be an 
intentional component of the city’s 
food system. Abundant farm plots 
will pop up in neighbourhoods and 
retailers will label locally farmed food 
so consumers can choose this over 
produce from further afield. What 
wiii be your next project?
